on. We want public input.” 

That input will come June 10. 
The task force could make its 
recommendation that day, or it 
could continue discussions until 
its next meeting on June 16. 
Once a recommendation is 
made, architects will begin creat- 
ing a more solid design.

bly connect to bodies of water. 
Penney says the process is 
very effective, and this is the 
third year it’s being done.

Penney says surveillance 
means keeping an eye out for 
dead birds, specifically crows 
and blue jays, and setting up 
mosquitoes traps. Both the birds 
and the mosquitoes can be tested 
for traces of the virus. 

““We’ve never had mosquitoes 
test positive in town,” says Pen- 

ney. 

Penney says residents 
should attempt to prevent 
mosquitoes breeding grounds 
from forming on their proper- 
ty by making sure water isn’t 
left out in buckets or small 
swimming pools. He advises 
residents to wear long-sleeve 
clothing and insect repellent at 
dusk. Penney says if residents 
spot a dead crow or blue jay 
they should contact the State 
Department of Public Health 
at its toll free number, 1-866- 
MASS-WNY, or 1-866-627- 
7968.

disobedience at the protests.

reach the level of criminal acts,

Hashem said Andover police 
are behaving similarly to the 
way they did before September 
11, 2001. “Our focus is still the 
same — on public safety. Now 
there’s more of an emphasis on 
the what if?’ he said. He said the 
marchers were very peaceful 


this year and the police weren't 
singling them out 
Still, Leavitt met with 


Hashem this year to discuss 
police recording the protesters. 
Leavitt left that meeting believ- 
ing Andover police were sur- 
veiling the marchers for a feder- 
al agency, something Hashem 
said isn’t true. Hashem said 
protesting in front of federal 
buildings opens up the marchers 
to surveillance from federal 
agencies, but his department 
was acting on its own behalf. 

Leavitt said the surveillance 
is an example of how US law- 
enforcement agencies have lost 
tolerance for peaceful protest. 
He also charged that the Bush 
Administration has set an exam- 
ple of “criminalizing” differing 
points of view — an example he 
says local police should distance 
themselves from. 

Hashem said the Andover 
police department does cooper- 
ate and share information with 
other law enforcement agencies. 
Police are aware of sensitive 
sites in Andover and take proac- 


tive steps to protect them, said 
Hashem. He declined to talk 
specifics. “I’m not going to talk 
about security measures — you 
can draw your own conclu- 
sions,” he said. 

Leavitt said the marchers are 
participating in democracy and 
free speech just as attendees of 
Town Meeting do. He admits he 
has been arrested, something he 
calls “going through the sys- 
tem.” 

“T never get mad at the police 
department when they’re doing 
their job,” he said. 

Leavitt said punishing peace- 
ful protesters before they com- 
mit acts of civil disobedience is 
stepping over the line. “It’s 
police-state mentality,” he said. 

Leavitt cautioned that if peo- 
ple believed they could not 
protest, that could lead some to 
“consider alternatives to peace- 
ful resistance.” He added that he 
hoped people would continue to 
protest openly and peacefully.

Be CURRENT EFFORT AT building a new senior cen- 
ter appears to be the most focused, the most pre- 
cise and the first effort that might be able to attract the 
widespread support needed to succeed. 

The town is currently faced with two options for 
creating a larger center. Both involve creating this 
center near the Park downtown, which is not only 
appropriate, but popular. Either the town will expand 
its current location, which is already accepted by the 
community; or it will build a new facility nearby. 

Whether residents agree to build now or in the 
future, it’s clear the town will continue to need to do 
more to address senior needs each year. During the 
next few decades, the number of people 65 and older 


is expected to double. So many communities are con- | 


templating larger centers that state Sen. Sue Tucker is 


eying state reimbursement for such construction pro- 


jects. “There’s a high level of activity throughout the | | 
state because of the large aging population,” says | 


Selectman Mary Lyman. “We're all doing the same 
thing. What we have isn’t big enough and certainly 
isn’t big enough for what we are facing.” 


While a new center will allow for more fun activi- | 


ties and educational programs, it will also benefit the 


community by allowing for an expanded wellness | 
clinic with integrated programs. Such a clinic can | 
help prevent problems, and teach residents how to | 


handle chronic conditions they have or might develop 
as they get older. “The majority of older adults are 
going to have at least one chronic condition,” says 
Robert Schreiber, medical director of geriatrics ser- 
vices at Lahey Clinic. “It gets even worse as you go 
on. The likelihood is you’re going to have least two 
and probably three as you get on in years. 

“Unless people start taking a very proactive 
approach,” he says, “the reality is there’s not going to 
be enough health-care resources available.” 

In other words, proactive programs can help keep 


seniors more healthy, more self-sufficient, and in their | 


own homes. These services are becoming increasing- 
ly necessary given the shaky state of our nation’s 
reactive health-care system. As the Andover popula- 
tion ages, more residents will benefit from having 
such wellness programs available in their towns, at 
locations they want to visit.

preserving buildings, making sure restored houses get recognized

here is Andover’s 
hidden gem when 
it comes to town 


history? What’s the top spot 
when the town’s preserva- 
tion chairwoman brags 
about her community? 

The woman with the 
answers to such town history 
questions is Karen Herman, 
who’s in the spotlight as the 
Andover Chamber of Com- 
merce is saluting her com- 
munity service at a breakfast 
next Thursday. 

Passionate about preser- 
vation, Herman, of Sunset 
Rock Road, was wowed 
some 20 years ago when her 
husband, Jack, took a job in 
Billerica and told her, 
“You're going to love this 
area.” 

They were high-school 
sweethearts from Denver, 
Colo. with a shared passion 
for community preservation 
when they embarked on a 
very radical change. The 
only criterion for their relo- 
cation plans was to find a 
community they could con- 
nect with. That’s when they 
found Andover in 1982. 

“We'd never even been to 
New England,” said the for- 
mer Coloradan, who hasn’t 
regretted the decision to 
come east. 

The Hermans spent 15 
years restoring their first 
house on Summer Street, 
and have spent the past five 
years restoring their current 
house, which was built in 
1750. 

“I learned from a Preser- 
vation (Commission) mem- 
ber that the house was 
moved here from Ballard- 
vale Road. It was taken apart 
for the move and not recon- 
structed for 40 years. It was 
reconstructed in 1830 with a

“An absolute town jewel,” 
is how she describes the 
quaint Tiffany-windowed 
chapel, which is located in a 
nationally designated his- 
toric district, by the intersec- 
tion of Shawsheen Road and 
Lowell Street. 

She said the cemetery’s 
board of overseers did a ter- 
rific job with the chapel’s 
restoration and believes any- 
one who has not seen the 
chapel should make the 
effort to do so.

“IT love the downtown 
because it’s a blend of four 
national historic districts and 
a working downtown. It’s 
keeping the community 
alive,” said Herman, who is 
also a longtime member of 
Andover Historical Society 

Those four historic dis- 
tricts are the Academy Hill 
District of Phillips Academy 
and Abbot Academy, the 
Main Street/Locke Street 
area, Central Street and the 
Andover Village Industrial 
District. 

Add to that the six down- 
town buildings listed on the 
National Register - Memor- 
ial Hall Library, Old Town 
Hall, Fleet Bank, and the 
Punchard Barnard, Scanlon 
and Musgrove buildings 
and one can see Andover is a 
community that truly cares 
about preserving town histo- 
ry. Nothing pleases Herman 
more. 

“It is my pleasure to work 
on the Preservation Commis- 
sion because it is so impor- 
tant,” said Herman, who is 
also an artist and has chaired 
the volunteer group since 
1987. “It is such a pleasure to 
see the historic buildings still 
in place... whether you are 
brand new to Andover or have 
lived here for generations, 
people need and want a sense 
of place. It’s important to peo- 
ple.”

NDOVER ARTIST Diane Pitochelli 
doesn’t just use brushstrokes and 
lively colors to form seascapes, 
landscapes and images of nature. 


| When using pastels and watercolors, she 


also uses her memory and “hears” the tran- 
quil sounds of places she is painting. 


When admirers stand in front of 


Pitochelli’s artwork, on display at the 
Andover Historical Society at 97 Main St.

“Quietness has a place (in people’s 
lives) that has been lost, I think.” 

After years of creating collages, 
Pitochelli has now moved on to the world of 
watercolors and pastels. She is continuing 
to take photographs, something the lifelong 
artist says she has always done. 

“T tried to pull images of civilization, pic- 
tures of old coins or artifacts,” she says, 
reflecting on the collage era of her career. “I

like watercolor or pastel.” 

Now, her focus is on nature. She says 
she’s trying to “capture a sense of tranquili- 
ty and connection with the spiritual side of 
life” with her new art. 

“There are no people in these images,”

After years of collage work, she decided 
to try watercolors a couple of years ago. Her 
journey into the pastel medium came this

weather conditions in Andover and away 
from her brushes. If it had not been for the 
harsh storms, many of the pastels on display 
at the historical society probably never 
would have been created. 

“It's like gaining a new respect for a 
medium I once dismissed,” she says about 
her pastel use 

Her images are created from memory; 
she does not place her easel in a beach’s 
sand or on the outskirts of a forest. 

“Sometimes I start out and I have no idea 
what I'm going to do,” she says. “I go back 
to my studio and I try to capture the exper- 


ence and not just one experience, it’s many 
experiences. I focus on the sound and than 
try to paint it.” 

Pitochelli says it’s harder to create an 
exact replica of nature than to capture the 
feel of its images, and replicas rarely live up 
to the artist’s expectations. 

“Nature always wins because when you 
finish you know you didn’t come close,” she 
says. 

She admits she paints for herself ulti- 
mately, but if someone else can relate she 
says it a bonus for her. 

“They've been there. They’ve had this 
feeling. They can remember walking on the 
beach when the sky was an eggshell blue,” 
says Pitochelli. 

Pitochelli says she’s not done exploring 
her options in the art world. 

“I’m now wondering if I shouldn't go to 
oils,” Pitochelli says. 

She says pastels are half way between oil 
painting and drawing. If she starts oil paint- 
ing, it won’t be for a few months. She says 
it’s not good for artists to spread themselves 
thin over many different mediums and she 
wants to spend the summer with her water- 
colors and pastels. 

“T don’t like to look ahead too far,” she 
says. “Come the fall, | don’t really know.” 

Pitochelli does know this fall she will be 
teaching a course at the Harvard Institute for 
Learning and Retirement on portraits and 
itinerant artists from 1776 to 1876. 

What she herself will be creating or how 
she'll chose to do it, time will tell. 

“Artist don’t like to stand still. They like 
to grow and learn,” Pitochelli says. “Dis- 
covery is important to me. If I’m not dis- 
covering something, I’m bored.”

“Picnics around town 
offer history and beauty 


Summer Guide / Andover Townsman / May 29, 2003 


With all the green space in 
Andover, people looking for a 
quiet picnic spot in town have 
plenty of areas to consider. 

“There are many wonderful 
places to picnic in Andover. 
You can walk through 
Andover on the Bay Circuit 
trail and get a feel for the 
topography of Andover,” says 
Alan French, owner of Moor 
and Mountain, and chairman 
of the Bay Circuit Alliance. 

French prefers not to drive 
to picnic spots. He says most 
neighborhoods have wonderful 
picnic spots within walking 
distance. However, residents 
should be aware that where 
there is water, there will be 
bugs. 

Here are a few places

* The Ward Reservation, 
with 300 acres in Andover and 
another 300 acres in North 
Andover, is located on the 
Andover-North Andover line.

el was definitely easier than a 
long drive, it was still a diffi- 
cult experience the first time 
she did it. 

“It was kind of nerve- 
wracking,” she says. “There’s 
so much stuff.

from the house, and be sure the 
valves are turned off when not 
in use. Check the tubes regu- 
larly for cracking, brittleness, 
holes and leaks in the connec- 
tions. To determine if there is a 
leak, simply pour soapy water 
over the line with the gas valve 
turned open. If gas is escaping, 
bubbles will appear. If a leak is 
detected, immediately turn off 
the gas and do not use the grill 
until the leak is repaired. 

* Keep lighted cigarettes, 
matches and open flames away 
from the grill, and move the 
gas hoses as far away as possi- 
ble from hot surfaces and 
grease. Use a can to catch 
excess grease. 

* For charcoal grills, use 
only starter fluids designed for 
the grill and never use gasoline. 
Limit the amount of starter 
fluid used. If the fire is too low, 
use dry kindling and add more 
charcoal if necessary. To avoid 
a flash fire (a fire that spreads 
rapidly through the vapors of 
an ignitable liquid), never add 
more liquid fuel to a lighted 
grill 

* Never allow burned coals 
to smolder in any container on 
a wooden deck, and make sure

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(WSM) - Now that the 
weather is warmer, it’s time to 
get off the couch and head out- 
doors for some exercise.

Make sure to know 
how to use the map and a com- 
pass before going into the 
wilderness. Plan a route and 
map out an alternate one. In case 
trouble arises, give an itinerary 
and expected return time to a 
friend and park ranger. 

Before leaving, get in shape. 
Consult your doctor about set- 
ting up an exercise routine that 
is both aerobic and strengthen- 
ing. Be sure to get enough sleep 
and food before heading out. 

It’s important to dress appro- 
priately when hitting the trails.

Wear layers to regulate body 
temperature — natural fibers let 
skin breathe and poly-blends are 
good in wet weather because 
they dry fast. Long sleeves and 
pants protect from sun and 
insects. When stopping to rest in 
cooler weather, put on a sweater 
or jacket to avoid chills. Wear a 
hat, which retains heat in the 
winter and protects against out- 
door elements in the summer. 
For the feet, wear hiking boots 
or good sturdy walking shoes. 
Avoid blisters by breaking in 
shoes before a hike. 

It’s not best to hike alone, but 
avoid travelling with more than 
10 people; it’s easier to lose track 


of someone that way. Be sure 
everyone knows the destination 
and never leave the trail without 
having someone wait on the trail. 

Emergencies can arise so it’s 
best to be prepared. Carry a first 
aid kit, water and an extra day’s 
worth of food. Cover exposed 
skin with sunscreen to prevent 
sunburn. If not a fan of insects, 
bring along insect repellent. To 
avoid getting “eaten” on the trail, 
avoid wearing scented lotions, 
soaps or hair products. 

There are thousands of trails 
out there of varying difficulty 
levels. Find the one that’s right, 
then get out there.

What to bring on 
a hike 


The American Hiking Soci- 
ety recommends bringing along 
these essential items: 

* Water — Pack about one quart 
per person. 

* Food — Packed with nutri- 
ents, dried fruit and nuts are 
inexpensive and travel well. 
Protein or energy bars are also 
a good bet. 

* Pen and paper — Sketch a 
map or leave notes if lost, or 
just take a few moments to 
record some of the natural 
beauty around you. 

* Flashlight - Don’t forget to 
add fresh batteries. 

* First aid kit — Stock it or buy 
a pre-assembled one, in case 
anyone in the group is injured. 
* Waterproof matches — to 
light a fire if stuck overnight. 

* Map and compass — Be sure 
someone in the group knows 
how to read a map and use a 
compass before hiking. 

* Extra set of clothing — Have 
layers in case it rains or gets 
cold.

Protect skin from the sun’s 
damaging ultraviolet rays 


Skin cancer, the most com- 
mon type of cancer in the Unit- 
ed States, is a long-term effect 
of over-exposure to the sun’s 
ultraviolet (UV) radiation. UV 
rays damage skin cells, which 
can lead to one of three types of 
skin cancer: basal cell carinoma, 
squamous cell carcinoma and 
melanoma. Fortunately, skin 
cancers are preventable and 
highly curable if found and 
treated early. 

“Protecting your skin from 
UV rays is a must all year- 
round, but especially during 
summer months when the sun 
spends the most amount of time 
directly overhead,” says Lily 
Lai, skin cancer expert at City of 
Hope Cancer Center in Los 
Angeles. “That is when UV radi- 
ation levels are highest.” UV 
radiation levels are at a maxi- 
mum when the sun is high and 
the skies are cloudless, but it is 
also reflected or scattered by dif- 
ferent surfaces. Even with cloud 
cover, the UV levels can be 
strong due to scattering, while 
sand may reflect as much as 15 
percent of UV rays and sea foam 
as much as 25 percent. People 
taking tropical vacations should 
also use caution because UV ley- 
els are highest near the equator. 

Feeling pale? Trips to tan- 
ning booths expose people to 
ultraviolet rays just as the sun 
does. Having a tan, natural or 
artificial, is a sign that a persons 
skin has already damaged. 


Learning to protecting skin from the sun needs to start at an 


early age. 


Using a sunless tanner is a good 
way to get tan without damag- 
ing skin. 

“While certain risk factors 
increase the chance of skin can- 
cer, everyone is at risk of devel- 
oping it and needs to wear sun- 
screen, even people with darker 
skin tones,” explains Lai. Some 
of these risk factors include hav- 
ing fair skin that freckles easily; 
living in warm climates with 
high sun exposure and/or high 
altitudes; occupational expo- 
sure, such as working outdoors; 
overall lifetime exposure to the 
sun; and having many moles. 

Here are some tips to protect 
your skin from harmful UV rays 
during the summer months: 

Avoid exposure to midday 


sun, 10:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m., 
when UV rays are most danger- 
ous. 

Use sunscreen with a sun 
protective factor (SPF) of 15 or 
higher whenever outdoors. 
Remember to reapply sunscreen 
every | to 2 hours. 

Wear protective clothing 
such as hats and long-sleeved 
shirts that block the sun’s rays. 

Protect children from the sun’s 
rays as soon as they are born. 
The damaging effects of UV radi- 
ation can begin in childhood. 

Be careful when taking cer- 
tain medications that may cause 
the skin to burn more easily. 
Check with a doctor or pharma- 
cist to determine if a medication
